Lake Koshkonong. The great bulk of 
the ducks' that were left on the lake 
left for the sunny south the night be- 
fore the cold snap reached here. 


For many reasons this has been a 


remarkable 
fall 
as far 
as duck 


shooting is concerned. On account of 
the continued warm 
weather which 


prevailed 
in all parts of the north- 


west the ducks did not como south 
in large numbers as they do when the 
weather further north is colder. When 
they did come they did not .stay at 
Koshkonong more than a day or two, 
only long enough to get a rest from 
their long flight, and they continued 
on south. 


What is the cause of the 
canvass 


back leaving Lake 
Koshkonong af-. 


ter being there only for a day or two? 
Never in the memory of the oldest in- 
habitant of the country surrounding 
the lake has such a thing occurred be- 
fore. 
Canvass 
backs 
usually come 


about the fifteenth of October and 
stay from three 'to 'four weeks accord- 
ing to the weather and get fat as but- 
ter from feeding on the wild celery 
which covers the bottom of the lake. 
Now everything is changed. The ducks 
no longer linger in the lake fnd get 
fat; 
they stop only long 
enough to 


rest and then leave.

- flights to cover the 
lake arid make 


good shooting for all if they had stop- 
ped to feed. One day you would see 
thousands of birds and the -next day 
there would hardly be a duck in sdght; 
they had left the lake during the 
night. What has caused this remark- 
able change in the flight of the ducks 
it is not because they were disturbed 
on their feeding grounds by the hunt- 
ers.There have been several game war- 
dens at the:lake during the entire fall 
and the game laws have been lived up 
to by nearly all the hunters about the 
•lake. No scull boats were seen operat- 
ing in open water, there was no shoot- 
Ing by moonlight on the open lake, 
and no blinds built far out in the lake 
from natural cover. The only way that 
this strange behavior of the birds 
can be accounted for is the scarcity 
of feed in the lake. At one time the 
bottom of the lake was covered with 
beds of wild celery that covered it 
like a mat. Now all is changed; the 


' 
lake is filled with millions of carp 
that eat every 
tender 
plant 
that 


grows on the bottom of the lake and 
root up the mud like a drove of hogs, 
keeping the water covered with a dir- 
ty scum and continually riled up. 


It is only a question of a short time 


when the wild celery in Lake Kosh- 
konong will be a ttiing of the past, 


stalks. 
It Is also liable to 


heat and damage in the bundle unless 
great care is exercised.

sold but the inabilty of dealers to se 
cure packings now at the average 
of the early sales precludes new buy- 
ers entering the field at 
present

bacco Reporter.

advance in price the filler and low 
grade tobaccos have steadily.declined. 
Up to a little over a year ago this class 
of goods have readily been brihging 
six cents or better either for export' 
or domestic uses. 
Lately the demand 


for low grade seems to have dropped 
off and filler grades are 'slow sellers 
at about half of former prices. 
The 


condition is partially explained iii the 
fact that the export market wants .. 
better class of goods. 
The question 


of price has given away to quality and 
the European trade is willing to pay 
more for better tobaccos. But for do- 
mestic uses also cheap tobaccos are 
not "Bringing the usual price. 
It is 


a singular market condition which fre- 
quently occurs in the tobacco 
trade. 


This .will, in part,. account for the 
unwillingness of the buyers to pay 
more than two cents for green fillers 
of the new crop.
